Now parvi pendend faith Anſelme: Evodias and Syn- 
tyche,the women im the Text, were not tobe ſlighred 
or negleted; they were godly arid religious, and by 
their over-creduliy, mis-ked, mis-gnided fednced by 
thoſe of rhe Concifion,thoſe eviil workers thar were 
amongſt them, even tothe hazarding of their prect- 
ous fouls: and the Lord,as he hath commirred to our 
traſt che diſpenfarion of his Goſpell, ſo the care and 
charge of eheir fouls: and herein you ſhall ſhew your 
ſelves skiſfull arrifts in faving of foules, by helping 
your women ont of their errors, as 9.7ames expreſly: 
Brethren if any of you doe tyre from the 11 uth and one con» 
vert bios, let bim know, that be which converts a fonner

For your funions fake: As if Pa»thad ſaid, thoſe 
women have laboured with mee in the Goſpell, doe 
chon rake ſome paines and habour with them.

peace; So'it is none of the leaſt parts of our Miniſtra-

Conformitan and Inconformitan : God and his Goſpel 
are wounded through the ſides of ſuch fatious and 
{chiſmaricall goſpellers, they make the word of God 
to beevill ſpoken of, and bring a ſcandall upon the 
glorious Goſpel, which we and they preach and pro- 
telſe. Hancob rem deridiculi fatti ſumns Iudeis. & gen: 
tibus, dum Eccleſia in mille partes ſcinditur : Forthis 
cauſe are we become a laughing ſtock ro Jewes and 
Gentiles, even by reaſon of our many fraftions and 
diviſions. As the diviſion of rongues hindered the 
building apof Babel; ſodivifion of hearts, diſunion 
of mindes,and diſuniformiry of poſture and geſture, 
the building ap of our Jeraftlem, the building up of 


one 
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one another in anholy faith. I beſeech you then my 
brethren,ſuffer a word ofexhortation,and be intrea- 
red for the peace of the Churches ſake, for your peo: 
ples ſoules ſake, for your own fanCions ſake, for the 
glorious Goſpels ſake, to put ro your helping hands 
coſer forward the Churches peace : So while there is 
peace within our walls,God will ſend plenteouſnefle 
within our palaces; and God,even our God will give 
as his bleſſing. So much of the 2. Generall : The mo-

I now come to the 2. Generall : The manner of 
S, Pauls proceeding,in ſetling peace in the Charch of 
Philippi, not commanding (though over them in the 
Lord) but intreating.

Good natures(ſuch as are in them that are truly re- 
ligions) are ſooner woone by lenity, than ſerenity, 
Citius leni ſpiritu,quan aura mans, by gentle obſecra- 
tions, then terrible comminations ; many will leade, 
that will not drive, may be perſwaded, that will not 
be compelled; when falſome potions,and bitter pils 
are ſweetned with ſugar they willthe ſooner be ſwal- 
lowed, and the beter digeſted. The Apoſtles where 
they come once with a red , they come ten times 
with the ſpirit of meekneſſe, with / pray, I beſeech. 

This was S. Pasls courſe with all the Chorches, 
1 Cor. 1, 10. I beſeech you brethren by the name of our 
Lord leſus Chriſt, that ye all ſpeak the ſame thing,e that 
there be no diviſions among i Jeu. but that ye beperfettly 
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$ joywed together in the ſame minde, and 12 the ſame indge- 


Thongh 1 
might be much bold in Chriſt ts command thee that which 
ts comvenient, yet for loves ſake 1 rather beſecch thee, So 
here in che Church of Philippi; new imperat, hee doth 
not command, nec carcerem minatur, neither doth he 
frighcen,and threaten them with impriſonment, ſed 
regat, 45 Zanchynores onthe Text.

Neque habere fine miſcricordia juftitiam, neque ſine juſti- 
tia miſericordiam : SOS. Paul, Shall I come unto you with 
a r0d, or in love,and in the ſpirnt of meekneſſe. S. ambroſe 
in his7 4b Lac.tellsus: Paulus virgam minatur, ſed 
in ſpirits man{uetudins vifitet delinquentes; Paul (hew- 
eth and threatnerh the rod,bur yer he vificeth delin- 
cuentsandoffenders in'the ſpiric of meeknefle. 
This,even this isthe manner of our Churches pro- 
ceeding : the diſcipline of the Charch js adviſedly, 
and deliberately exerciſed; nor ra(hly precipirared, 
and therefore muck ro5 blame are many clamorous 
[nconformitans, that cry our of perſecomion,perſeco- 


tion in every place. As S. _Umbreſe adviſed in the |

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Nor in the caſe of ſeeming inconveni-nces ; For 
inſtance,the wafer Cake of Geneve,the communicn- 
bread ſeemed inconvenient to Calvin himſeite, and 
godly people were gricved at it,and was more ſcan. 
dalouſly abuſed in Popery, than any thing that onr 
Church enjoynes, yea than the Crofle it ſelfe : Yer 
mark, Calvin adviſed his friends not to make eny tn- 
malc for a thing indiff-rent, eſteeming the wafer 
Cake to be a thing indifferent. And in his 379. Epi- 
ſtle, anſwering to cerraine queſtions of diſcipline, 
profeſſed thathe miſliked the frowardnefſe of thoſe 
men , which for ſuch light ſcruples depart from the 
publique conſent. And my brethren,were I eicher a- 
ble,or worthy to adviſe, I ſhould give you the fame 
counſel! that _1ugnſtine gave tO Caſalanwe :; When 
chere are divers Rites uſed in the ſame Church, 
(though the Chu:enjoynes one & the fame)namely, 
when webow at the nameotf 7eſav, and you will nor; 
' we ſtand op at G/or/4 Patri,you fir,and fo of the reſt,

bee done, whom ſhould we follow 2 His advice is, 
Epiſcops tmo in hac re noli reſiftere, ſed quod ipſe facit, ſi- 
ne ullo ſcrupulo,ant drſceptatione ſettave : that is, to fol- 
low them and their direfions ro whom the govern- 
ment of the Church is commirred , and not the ex- 
ample,direQion, fancy of every privare miniſter. 
There is another ſort roo, nor true yoke-fellowes 
Mm the point of conformity, and, I beleeve, even here 
amongſt us ſome of thar condition, that draw ſlowly,

Syntyches,of their female zelots,their good dames be- 
fore the Churches peace : Ahabs friend(hip, thar is, 
the favour of ſome great man in your pariſh,or coun- 
trey : or Eſavs portion, that is, your good meales,and 
free entertainment; or I wot not what elſe you are 
loth to be wichour, that which followes after, that is 
thruſt into your hand,or ſene home afrer you : the 
charity of your good dames, makes many of you(for 
ſach baſe and finiſter ends) ro betray God in his ſer- 
vice,and to lay the-reines on your peoples necks, to 
doe whar they liſt, and like lawlefle libertines to 
ſerve God after their owne faſhion. 

I beſeech you (fer the cloſe of all) 1G winu, my 
true yoke-fellowes, take toheartthe lamentable frafti- 
ons, and miſerable 'diſtrations of our mother the 
Church: And ſuffer a word of exhortation : be in- 
treated by che wombe that bare you,& the paps that 
gave you ſuck,toput to your helping hand to ſet for-
